In all of my 
past administrative positions I have had 
to find ways of doing a great number of 
things with limited resources and I have 
had to generate new sources of - funding 
to maintain and improve operation quali- 
ty. I imagine I will find a few simila- 
rities in my new position. 


My personal involvement at KRAB began as 
an on-the-air volunteer (under a clever 
pseudonym) back in 1977, and I have 
played this role intermittently ever 
since. Because I am alréady familiar with 
the station from the inside out, Eyam 
happily aware of the bright possibilities 
offered by the scope of my new position. 
But for the same reason, I am also-appre- 
hensive about the extent of the difficul- 
ties I will face. 


What I am sincerely counting on is the 
cooperation and goodwill of the staff and 
volunteers, the dedication and energy of 
the board of trustees, and the moral and 
financial support of the KRAB listeners. 
Given all of that, those objectives I 
mentioned may even become possible.

Can whole 
sectors of our economy be organized on co- 
operative principles? "Experiments in De- 

mocracy" is a series of documentaries dis- 


_cussing these issues as it traces the his- 


tory of cooperative enterprises in the 
Seattle area. 


Seattle has a rich but little-known heri- 
tage of people working to meet their 
needs through cooperation. Based on exten- 
sive research in historical material at 
the University of Washington and inter- 
views with over 70 scholars and partici- 
pants in the cooperative movement, "Ex- 
periments in Democracy" explores the de- 
velopment of all types of co-ops---turn- 
of the century utopian colonies, co-op 
businesses owned by organized labor, ply- 
wood mills run by their own workers and a 
self-help league formed by thousands of 
the unemployed during the Depression.
